Indianapolis Police department was 
called in as an expert witness, and 
questioned eoncem ng the shooting 
range and other characteristics of a 
weufMjn that was alleged to hav e been 
used in the Sharp slaying. 
Forest Huntington, who said 
he 
reside» in Edinburg, Ind., aud was a 
representativ e of the Pinkerton De­ 
tectiv e agency that worked on 
the 
local case, was ou the stand l'or a 
few minutes aud testitiixi that 
the 
bullet exhibited by the state, 
was 
the same oue that was taken at the 
autopsy and had been in bis custody 
part of the time and giv en ov er 
to 
Sheriff Hunt. 
Two witnesses, Anthony 
Owens 
and Thomas Trader, who were re­ 
called to the witness stand Wednes­ 
day afternoon, 
each testified 
that 
they were the first persons to reach 
lliil v ictim. Thev said that when they 
reached him, he was sav ing, 
“ My 
God; my God, I’v e been shot. A man 
wearing a black rag ov er his face and 
wearing an army ov ercoat shot me.” 
These witnesses on the day pre­ 
v ious were not permitted to offer this 
testimony, until the court was giv en

George Hays, an uncle of the de­

He said tlint on the night of 
the shoot jig, possibly before mid­ 
night, he was awakened, and that 
Cloud wanted to get in. He said that 
Cloud was wearing an army ov er­ 
coat, that was water-soaked from the 
heav y rain of that night.

said Cloud was telling them 
about 
upon his arriv al. 
Her recollection was that

Her husband stated that Cloud left 
the next morning. 
Sev eral other witnesses were u.'Cd 
to bring out minor matters in 
the 
case.' Sheriff Hunt identified the armv ! 
ov ercoat as being the one that Cloud 
was wearing when brought to jail 
J anuary 25 
When the state finished rather un­ 
expectedly yesterday afternoon, the 
defense also announced that

rested, which then brought on the 
arguments without any ev idence 
on 
the part of the defense.

Of Luthtr C. Sharp By Jury

which the convicted man whispered

Before leaving the court room, At- 


wcll Cloud, 2602 East Broad street, 
Newcastle, father of the 
> prisoner, 


embraced his sou and kissed iim sev- 
eral times, before the officers 
de- 


parted tof the jail. 


Before the verdict had soar'-'cly 


been read, John F. Joyce, one of the 
attorneys for the defendant, 
told 


Judge Sparks that a motion for a 
new trial would be presented in the 
morning, and the court withheld 
passing the sentence upon the prison- 
er until the motion, can .fate prepared 
audTieard.' '•'?:~:'^i'~$.?•&•*•••••;-• '•*'',•• 


The rase ended this morning* at 


11:30 o'clock, when the jury retired 
to their room to deliberate on a ver- 
dict. 


The closing argument was made 


by Prosecutor Gates Ketchum, who 
for an hour and five minutes held 
the closest attention of the court 
room and jury, reviewing the evi- 
dence that the state had brought 
out, and attempting to fix the mur- 
der charge against the defendant. 


In his closing argument this morn - 


ing he demanded the. .death .penalty, 
and cited the* case recently in Indian 
apolis wherein a colored man by the 
name of Shaw had been convicted 
on circumstantial evidence, and given 
the death penalty, oh what he term- 
ed as even lexs evidence than that 
which the state had gathered in the 
case against Cloud... 
• 


The prosecutor stated that one 


death deserved another, and that the 
defenant should' not be given the 
privilege of living. 


The .arguments late 
yesterday 


were by John H. Kiplinger, who made 
the first on behalf of the state, and 
he was followed by John F. Joyce 
for the defendant. 
This morning 


Albert C. Steven^ made an hours ar- 
gument for the defendant, and the 
prosecutor concluded the four hours 
set aside for that purpose. 


Judge Sparks instructed the jury 


shortly after eleven o'clock, and as 
in,all murder cases, the instructions 
.were lengthy, touching the various 
angles that the jurors were to con- 
sider when they retired to their room 


The first degree murder charge, 


the court explained-in his.instruct- 
ions, embodies all three murder pro- 
visions. 
The penalty for first de- 


gree murder, where the human UlV 
was taken for a purpose, or planned 
with that intent, is either death, or 
a life'sentence; if no purpose was 
established, then second degree mur- 
der woul.d prevail, and this, charge 
carries a life sentence; where the 
murder was committed on the spur 
of the moment without malice or 
premeditation, the charge is man- 
slaughter and the conrt instructed 
the jury that if the defendant was 
found guilty on this charge, that 
they were not to fix the sentence, and 
that the court had,the right to'name 
the punishment, which is a term of 2 
to 21 years. 


The court also dwelt on circum- 


stantial evidence, which fact he 
stated was sufficient to .fix punish- 
ment on the first degree murder 
charge. 


Several witnesses were examined 


Wednesday afternoon, before 
the 


state rested, and the last thing that 
the state didi was to 'offer in evidence 
several exhibits that. -they made dilt1- 
ing ^hc progress of the trial.-' .. '• 0

Local officers testified fonc-orniag 


the experimental shooting, in an ''ef- 
fort to bring out eertaii j>oints about 
the stae) bullet. 


Lieutenant Bernard Ball of 
the 


Indianapolis Police department was 
called in as an expert witness, and 
questioned concern iig the shooting 
range and other characteristics of a 
Weapon that was alleged to have been 
used in the Sharp slaying. ' 


Forest Huntingdon, who'. said he 


resides in Edinburg, Ind., and was n 
representative of the Pinkerton De- 
tective agency that worked on the 
local case, was on the stand .for a 
few minutes and testified that ' the 
bullot exhibited by. the state, 
was 


the some one that was taken -at the 
autopsy and, had been in his custody 
port of the time and given over to 
Sheriff Hunt. 


Two witnesses, Akxthony Owens 


and Thomas Trader, who were re- 
called to th« witness1 stand Wednes- 
day uft^rnoon, each testified that 
they were the first persons to reach 
thei yii-tim. They said that when they 
reached him, he was saying, "My 
Qod; my God, I've been shot. A man 
wearing a black rag over his face and 
wearing an, army overcoat' shot me." 


These witnesses on the day pre- 


vious were not permitted to offer this 
testimony, until the court was given 
legal citations to prove that it was 


George Hays, an uncle of the de- 


fendant, who lives on a fnrm a few 
miles north of Rushville was a : -wit- 
ness for the state in the afternoon 
'session. Re said that on the night of 
the shootiig, possibly before mid- 
night, 'he was awakened, and that 
Cloud wanted to 'get in. He said that 
Cloud was .wearing an army' over- 
coat, that was water-soaked from the 
heavy raiii of that night. 


The witness said that in the course 


of their conversation 
that night, 


.Cktud told biro that he had heard 'iu 
a pool rooth in Rushville that Sharp 
had been shot with a 45 calibre re- 
volver. 
' 


The state contended that! this fact 


was not definitely known until the 
next day or'so. 


Mr. Hays stated farther that the 


next worning, when Cloud started to 
leave, that he exchanged his army 
overcoat with him, and told 
Mr. 


Hays that-rhe fellow who shot Shan) 
wore an army overcoat, and that be 
was afraid that he might be picked 


up as a suspect. . 
: 


Mrs. Evaline Hays, wife of George 


Hays, also testified about .the defen- 
dant coming to their home that ni.sht. 
She epuldnt remember the time, nor 
could she remember what was said 
about the kind of a gun that 
was 


used in the-.shooting, end which she 
said Cloud was telling them about 
upon his arrival. 


Her recollection -was that 
Clond 


stayed with them possibly three days. 
Her 'husband stated that Cloud left 
the .next moriiing. 


Several other witnesses were lised 


to bring out minor matters iii 
the 


ease.* Sheriff Hunt identified tho armyl 
overcoat as being the one that Cloud 
was wearing when brought to jail 
January 25. 


When the'state finished rather un- 


expectedly yesterday afternoon, the 
defense also announced that' they 


stedj whk-'h then brought on the 


arguments without any evidence on 
the part of the det'e'nse.
